LAFAYETTE EDITOR DISCUSSEK ACTION OF

Since the Alabama Press Association, in recent meet­ 
ing in Auburn, took occasion to adopt resolutions prais­ 
ing tea work of the Alabama Power company in Ala­ 
bama, and is reported to have sought to “censure” certain 
other Alabama newspapers for their editorial utterances, 
much has been pfinted about the matter. 
Divers views 
have been expressed by the editors of the state, but, in 
the opinion of The Daily, the utterance of Editor Walton, 
of th* LftPayette Son, probably contains the maximum of 
commonsense. 
The Sun states: 
Whatever else might be said about the editors’ con­ 
vention in Auburn last week, it might well be said 
that those fellows who did attend had a terrible big 
time. From the daily press we learn of some recom­ 
mendations and resolutions that were passed at the 
convention by some twenty editors out of a possible 
142. 
We do not know the conditions under which 
these resolutions were passed, and up to the present 
time we have not worried at any great length about 
it, but our position is that we were not In attend­ 
ance at the convention, much to our regret,*and no one 
was authorised to vote for us by proxy. 
We might 
have done worse had we been there, but the point 
that we wish to make is that just a few editors rep­ 
resenting a small number of the county papers com­ 
mitted the Alabama Press Association to certain 
measures which we feel would not receive endorse­ 
ment from the full vote of the editors of the state. 
We do not take exceptions to anything that was said 
or done at this convention, but We feel that measures 
which do not affect vitally the association should not 
be brought before the body.
